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The  Managers  of  the  G  wynne  Temporary  Home  for 
Children,  in  presenting  their  customary  annual  report, 
are  again  able  to  record  a  year,  they  trust,  of  usefulness, 
although  not  marked  by  many  important  events.  There 
have  been  received  into  the  Home  during  the  year  two 
hundred  and  two  children,  eighteen  more  than  were 
received  the  previous  year.  We  are  thankful  we  have 
no  deaths  to  report. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  generally  good 
the  past  year,  except  for  a  few  weeks  this  autumn,  when 
some  cases  of  scarlet  fever  —  fortunately  of  a  very  mild 
form  —  prevented  the  reception  of  children  into  the 
Home,  and  thus  interrupted  our  work.  Had  it  not  been 
for  this,  we  should  have  been  able  to  report  a  larger 
number  of  children  aided. 

In  spite  of  every  care  taken  to  prevent  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  contagious  or  other  diseases,  occasional  outbreaks 
do  occur ;  but  we  endeavor  to  minimize  their  effects,  and 
in  this  we  are  greatly  helped  by  our  proximity  to  the 
City  Hospital,  where  our  sick  children  are  always  re¬ 
ceived  and  most  kindly  treated. 

We  have  continued  the  plan  of  boarding  out  in  sep¬ 
arate  homes  the  infants  left  with  us.  The  results  thus 
far  have  been  satisfactory,  and  what  was  an  experiment 
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a  few  years  ago  is  now  a  part  of  our  established  work. 
We  believe  that  the  benefit  to  the  children  is  so  marked 
that  a  return  to  the  former  method  of  retaining  them  in 
the  Home  itself  would  be  undesirable.  Frequent  visits 
are  made  to  the  children,  and  they  are  watched  with 
every  possible  care. 

We  have  at  times  discussed  the  question  of  extending 
this  boarding  out  to  the  other  children  who  are  not  yet 
old  enough  for  the  schoolroom,  but  have  not  yet  seen 
our  way  clear  to  make  a  change  from  our  present 
methods.  Such  a  change  would  mean  an  increased  ex¬ 
pense  and  the  practical  disuse  of  a  portion  of  our  Home. 

During  the  year  five  children  have  been  placed  for 
adoption  in  families.  Although,  compared  with  the  num¬ 
ber  of  children  temporarily  helped,  the  number  of  them 
adopted  seems  very  small,  yet  the  results  are  most  bene¬ 
ficial  and  gratifying.  The  frequent  letters  received  from 
the  adopting  parents,  and  the  testimony  of  the  children 
themselves  as  they  grow  to  maturity,  make  us  very  thank¬ 
ful  that  we  are  enabled  to  do  this  work.  Seldom  do  we 
have  to  receive  back  or  demand  the  return  of  children, 
a  fact  that  testifies  to  the  kindness  of  those  who  have 
made  homes  for  our  unfortunate  little  ones. 

We  must  expect  this  winter  an  increased  demand  upon 
us  for  aid  because  of  the  lack  of  fuel,  and  if  the  winter 
should  be  very  severe  we  must  be  prepared  for  a  con¬ 
stant  call  upon  us.  Our  friends  have  always  been  so 
generous  with  their  gifts  of  money,  clothing,  and  other 
necessaries,  that  we  are  confident  we  can  rely  upon  them 
to  support  us  in  our  work. 

We  shall  welcome  not  only  such  gifts,  but  also  the 
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personal  interest  needed  to  keep  onr  Institution  as  one 
of  Boston’s  best  charities. 

We  thank  most  gratefully  the  Matron,  the  Visiting 
Physician,  and  all  employees  of  the  Home,  for  their 
devotion  and  fidelity,  and  again  we  are  glad  to  thank 
the  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union,  managers  of 
the  country  week,  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron,  and  the  Trustees 
of  the  Barnard  Memorial  Chapel,  for  their  repeated  kind¬ 
nesses  to  our  children.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

All  signers  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  who  shall 
have  contributed  for  two  successive  years  to  the  funds  of 
the  Corporation,  shall  be  members ;  and  membership  shall 
cease  on  failure  for  one  year  so  to  contribute. 

ARTICLE  II. 

ANNUAL  MEETING  AND  OFFICERS. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Monday  of 
December  (or  if  that  is  a  holiday,  on  the  Tuesday  follow¬ 
ing),  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  President  and  Clerk 
shall  appoint.  Notice  shall  be  given  in  a  daily  paper  pub¬ 
lished  in  Boston,  seven  days,  at  least,  before  the  meeting. 
A  President,  one  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a  Clerk,  Treas¬ 
urer,  twenty-four  Managers  and  not  less  than  five  Assistant 
Managers  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  this  meeting,  to  serve 
for  one  year,  and  until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in 
their  stead. 

The  Board  of  Managers,  at  any  regular  meeting  or  at  any 
special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  may  fill  any  vacan¬ 
cies  in  any  of  the  offices  of  the  Corporation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

BOARD  OF  CONTROL. 

The  Managers  shall  be  one-half  gentlemen  and  one-half 
ladies,  and  shall,  with  the  Assistant  Managers  and  other 
officers  (named  in  Article  II),  constitute  a  Board  of  Con¬ 
trol,  which  shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the 
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Corporation,  including  power  to  authorize  a  committee 
of  three  of  the  members  of  the  Board  to  make  contracts, 
and  to  sell,  mortgage,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  its  property, 
real  and  personal.  The  Board  shall  fix  the  times  and 
places  for  its  meetings,  and,  unless  otherwise  determined 
by  said  Board,  shall  meet  once  a  month,  on  the  last 
Monday  of  every  month,  or  if  this  should  be  a  holiday, 
then  on  the  following  Tuesday.  The  Board  of  Control 
shall  appoint  two  Managers,  a  gentleman  and  a  lady,  a 
committee  for  each  month  ;  shall  appoint  a  school  com¬ 
mittee,  a  committee  on  repairs,  a  committee  on  supplies 
and  a  committee  on  finance,  who  shall  also  act  as  an 
auditing  committee;  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies.  Any  person  who  shall  have  served  for  ten 
consecutive  years  on  the  Board  shall  be  eligible,  on 
resignation,  to  the  office  of  Counsellor,  with  a  vote  in  the 
Board  when  present.  The  Assistant  Managers  may  act 
on  committees  for  the  month,  or  otherwise  assist  the  work 
of  the  Home. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

COMMITTEES  OF  THE  MONTH. 

During  the  month  which  shall  begin  immediately  after 
the  monthly  meeting,  the  committee  of  the  month  shall 
have  charge  of  the  Home,  including,  in  consultation  with 
the  Matron,  the  admission,  discharge,  and  placing  the 
inmates. 

ARTICLE  Y. 

MATRON,  ASSISTANT  MATRON,  TEACHER,  AND 

HOUSEKEEPER. 

The  Matron  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Control ;  she 
shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  Home  and  its  inmates, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Control,  including 
power  to  employ  and  dismiss  servants.  The  Assistant 
Matron,  Teacher,  and  Housekeeper,  when  such  are 
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employed,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Control, 
but  may  be  dismissed  by  the  committee  of  the  month, 
with  the  approval  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

QUORUM. 

Six  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Corporation  or  of  the  Board  of  Control. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

Special  Meetings  of  the  Corporation  may  be  called  at 
any  time  by  the  President,  to  be  notified  by  the  Clerk,  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  Annual  Meeting;  and  of  the 
Board  of  Control,  by  notice  to  each  member  through  the 
Post  Office;  and  these  meetings  shall  be  called  at  any 
time,  on  the  written  application  of  not  less  than  six 
members. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  at  which  the  purpose  to 
amend  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  have  been 
stated  as  one  of  the  objects  of  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
officers’  duties. 

The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Clerk,  and  Treasurer 
shall  perform  the  ordinary  duties  of  their  offices.  The 
Treasurer  shall  submit  a  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting  and 
whenever  requested  by  the  President  or  Committee  of 
Finance ;  and  shall  act  under  the  direction  of  the  Com- 
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mittee  of  Finance  in  making  or  changing  investments.  All 
bills  shall  be  approved  by  at  least  one  member  of  that 
committee.  The  Treasurer  may  employ  a  Collector. 

ARTICLE  X. 

ADOPTION. 

In  all  cases  where  children  are  adopted  from  this  institu¬ 
tion,  the  President  and  Clerk  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  give  the  consent  of  this  institution  to  such 
adoption,  and  to  sign,  in  the  name  of  this  institution,  all 
papers  necessary  to  perfect  the  adoption  of  such  children.
